Jury rejects sex-slave claim

A federal jury sided Thursday evening with 
an ex-husband who was accused of forcing 
his wife to be a sex slave, deciding not to 
award the woman any monetary damages 
after an unusual trial that included lurid pho- 
tos and detailed accounts of the couple’s sa- 
domasochistic role-playing. 

Sitting at the plaintiff’s table with her 
hands clenched tightly in her lap, Kimber- 
ley O’Brien, 52, stared straight ahead and 
pursed her lips as the jury of four men and 
four women announced its decision after 
about 4 1/2 hours of deliberation. Her ex- 
husband, Kenneth Anderson, had attend- 
ed the entire nine-day trial but went back 
home to Wisconsin after closing arguments 
ended early in the afternoon and was not 


present for che vecelice. 

O’Brien’s lawsuit— fled seven years age— 
alleged Anderson, a wealthy businessman, 
forced her to parade around their hormes na- 
ked and in heels, sleep wn the Anwr mext tri 
their bed at night and adicss him as “rneas- 
ter.” 

According to the lawsuit, Anderson 
stunned O’Brien with a blaw tu the head on 
their California honeymmaan in 2ac4, tied 
her up, sexually assaulter her, saqk por 
graphs and left her bound overnight.

French filmmaker 
to film Pride doc

FOR REDEYE 

LGBT people and their straight allies will 
have even more reason to celebrate during 
Chicago Gay Pride this year as the festivities 
are being filmed for a 52-minute documentary 
that will air on France’s M6—one of the top 
three TV networks in the country. 

“I was really impressed with how many 
people attended your Pride parade last year— 
800,000. When I heard that number, I was 
really impressed,” said Aurore Belser, 32, a 
journalist and producer of the untitled docu- 
mentary. 

“I’ve seen video of your past parades on 
YouTube, but that didn’t really give me an idea 
of what it was like, so I had to come here and 
see [for myself] and film it.” 

Belser and her camera will have been in 
Chicago for a total of three weeks this month, 
not only capturing the newly expanded Pride 
festivities —which grew from a weekend to an 
entire week this year—but also with a digital 
eye toward the Boystown neighborhood. 

“I find it interesting that Boystown is the 
first nationally recognized LGBT neighbor- 
hood in the US.,” Belser said. “The same-sex 
marriage law in France passed recently, which 
was a very big issue in my country and obvi- 
ously continues to be a big issue now. I think it 
will be interesting [for French viewers] to see 


the story of Boystown—which is a mix of gay 
and straight people—and understand how it 
all works. 

“This is a very nice area, almost like a vil- 
lage, and if I am understanding it correctly, 
that is in large part thanks to the LGBT com- 
munity.” 

Working in tandem with the Northalsted 
Business Alliance, Belser plans to film both 
the everyday lives of Boystown residents as 
well as offer a rare, behind-the-scenes view 
of the business owners, community leaders 
and nightlife personalities that make Boys- 
town the gay ground zero of the Midwest. 
She plans to shadow Ramesh Ariyanay- 
akam, owner of Kit Kat Lounge & Supper 
Club, and Sean Kotwa, general manager of 
Hydrate, in their roles as co-chairs of Pride 
Fest. She’s also hoping to interview Ald. Tom 
Tunney (44th), according to Jen Gordon, 
spokesperson for the Northalsted Business 
Alliance. 

Belser said she’s particularly excited to film 
the drag queen superstars, including perform- 
ers at Kit Kat Club and Hydrate. 

“In Paris, there are not so many shows,” 
Belser said. “There are some clubs, with DJs 
and drinking and so on—but not so many 
drag revues or special parties. It’s not as [com- 
mon] as it is here.”

Katie Chang makes a disclaimer: She’s 
bout to use a reference that reveals her 
youth. 

“T feel like I’m Hannah Montana,” 
says the 18-year-old Winnetka native 
and star of Sofia Coppola’s “The Bling 
Ring,” opening Friday. “It feels like ’m 
living two different worlds, especially 
when I was in school, too. One week- 
end I flew to L.A. with my mom and my 
best friend and we went to the MTV 
Movic Awards, and then on Monday I 
lad a math test.” 

The recent New Trier grad and veter- 
an of Wilmette Theatre’s Actors Train- 
ing Center has reason to be confused. 
In the last month, she’s promoted her 
first movie—which she shot when she 
was 16 —at the Cannes Film Festival in 
France, where she felt like she was on 
“Entourage,” and has gone on a map- 
jumping press tour, where constant 
chatter and changing weather have all 
but eliminated her voice. This summer, 
though, she may be working as a clerk 
in her friend’s dad’s law firm, and she'll 
lvead to Columbia University in the fall 


with plans to study creative writing. 


Is Katie Chang a movie star, or an ordinary 
{and very intelligent) Chicago teenager?

You previously talked about seeing ver- 
sions of the kids in “The Bling Ring” grow- 
ing up in Winnetka.

Part of the triumph 
of “Spring Break- 
ers,” the current, 
unexpected holder of 
the title “best movie 
of the year so far,” 
was its lack of judg- 
ment. Its characters 
engaged in all kinds 
of over-the-top 
behavior, but writer- 
director Harmony 
Korine never seemed 
to scold, “Shame on 
these girls, on society 
and on you for watching!” 

With the shallow “The Bling Ring,” writer- 
director Sofia Coppola often sneers at how 
obnoxious her characters are, and her sarcasm 
makes the subjects too easy to dismiss. When 
the movie is funny, it’s mega-ironic, underlined 
and in capital letters. Nicki (Emma Watson), 
for example, acts as if she cares about humani- 
tarian causes but archly and transparently 
can’t distinguish one African country from 
another. With an emphasis on the “As If.” 

The movie is based on the true story of a 
glamorous group of L.A.-area teenagers who 
treat the world, and specifically the houses 
of Hollywood and society’s elite, as their own 
personal closet. It’s a hell of a headline, but 
ultimately not much of a movie. Coppola 
perpetuates vapidity instead of processing it. 

“Let’s go shopping,” utters Rebecca (break- 
out Katie Chang of Winnetka) as she leads 
her crew through an unlocked sliding door 
and into an astonishing collection of shoes/ 
purses/hats/cash. They're owned by paparazzi 
fodder whom Rebecca and her friends 
assume won't notice or care about a few 
missing items. The thieves make no distinc- 
tion between robbing Megan Fox or Rachel 
Bilson or Paris Hilton or Orlando Bloom and 
Miranda Kerr.

The point, with a particular dream of 
hitting the casa de Lohan, is to literally steal 
the style of the rich and famous. On screen, it 
looks more like killing your idols (hence the 
use of Sleigh Bells’ “Crown on the Ground”) 
than honoring them, though Rebecca does 
seek to attend the Fashion Institute of De- 
sign because it’s where “The Hills” girls went. 

Some may find “The Bling Ring” fascinat- 
ing (fashionating?) in an, “Oh, no they di-in’t” 
way. The problem is Coppola, who unrav- 
eled Hollywood detachment far better with 
“Somewhere,” but here doesn’t break through 
the glitz to a new level of understanding 
about image and celebrity. The characters 
have almost no trajectory, and the filmmaker’s 
cultural analysis involves characters bluntly 
depicting their cluelessness, such as when the 
gals sing to M.I.A.’s “Bad Girls.” 

They also speculate broadly about motive, 
such as when Marc (Israel Broussard) claims 
that Rebecca merely wants the lifestyle that 
everyone wants. Nicki’s mom (Leslie Mann), 
whom Coppola looks down upon whenever 
possible, asks her kids to model themselves 
after a good example like Angelina Jolie, but 
the girls only make note of the star’s fiance 
and “hot bod.” 

Chang subtly embodies the confidence of a 
girl who makes others feel special just by pay- 
ing attention to them. There’s clearly merit 
in questioning how the drooling, fashion- 
focused entertainment media encourages 
young celebutantes-in-training to envy social 
status and selfishly shrug off the DUIs that 
their idols seem to treat so cavalierly. Yet that 
requires a curious, objective examination 
into that world, not a sneering portrait that 
sacrifices analysis for eye rolls.

“Revenge of the Nerds” —in fact, exactly like 
that— Mike and Sully wind up joining forces 
with the university’s geekiest fraternity to 
battle the cool kids in the Scare Games, a 
competition that will determine their fate at 
the school. 

Despite its shocking lack of originality, 
the gorgeously animated “MU” has its mo- 
ments. In fact, after the affecting opening 
in which adolescent, friendless Mike gets 
his first glimpse of celeb scarers at Monsters 
Inc., I wrote “totally unnecessary but totally

charming” in my notes, hoping that descrip- 
tion would apply. The movie mostly is just 
unnecessary, involving some forgettable 
supporting assistants and foes and, of course, 
a cold-hearted dean with a British accent 
(voiced by Helen Mirren). 

Although it has the typical follow-your- 
dreams-and-be-proud-of-yourself narrative, 
“Monsters University” scores points with 
Mike’s honorable determination and need 
to reconcile ambition with reality. (The film, 
fortunately, is nowhere near as corny as Mar- 
tin Lawrence and Raven-Symone’s “College 
Road Trip.”) Mike really wants to be a scarer, 
despite looking like Gumby lost a glass eye 
because it walked away. Once upon a time, 
this would have allowed Pixar to tickle its 
imagination and ours, but “Monsters Univer- 
sity” is as dully straightforward as it gets. 

I spent much of the movie distracted, 
which did allow me to realize—and I’m not 
sure how this didn’t occur to me before — 
that this franchise pairs “Big Lebowski” stars 
Goodman and Steve Buscemi (as Mike’s 
roommate/future nemesis Randall). Admit- 
tedly, that increased my enjoyment of an 
early moment when Mike’s warned not to 
step over a line; if only it were Sully scream- 
ing the warning.

Making a zombie horror film restrained 
enough for a PG-13 rating that relies mostly 
on faceless, generic CGI oceans of sprint- 
ing, screaming monster maniacs —particu- 
larly when the book’s zombies were slow.

In a zombie invasion, most people 
wouldn't be saved by helicopters or survive 
a terrible plane crash within convenient 
walking distance from a medical research 
facility. 

The film is summer entertainment too 
bleak to be fun and too bland to be memo- 
rable.

Telenovelas have been good to Ana Ortiz.

Fight over minimum Pay is as cloudy as ever

Jeremiah Green admits it isn’t easy to get by 
on minimum wage. 

The 25-year-old South Shore resident works 
the lunch rush five days a week at a Subway in 
the Loop. His paycheck, along with money 
from occasional construction and delivery 
jobs, goes to help his mother, his sister’s chil- 
dren and the mother of his baby son, ‘Tyler. 
There is not much left over after that, he says. 

“Enough to get a bus card and maybe a 
meal that I can say I had on my own,” he said. 
“Maybe one of those, it’s my treat.” 

Green is part of the one-third of Chicago’s 
workforce defined as “low-wage” workers. He 
makes the Illinois minimum wage—currently 
$8.25 an hour.
